THE PARCEL POST AND THE GOVERNMENT. 


It is said that not a bid has been received on any of the star 
routes running out of Redding for the earrying of the mail after the 
present contracts expire on July first. The trouble of course is that 
the contractors do not propose to make a contract to do one thing 
for the government at a given rate and then under the contract be 
forced to do a dozen things they never agreed to, do. 

The government did not treat the contractors for the carrying 
of the mail fairly when the pafcel post was put into effect. The men 
who agreed to carry the mail as the mail was constituted four years 

ago should not have been obliged suddenly to carry an express busi- 

ness without extra compensation. No private individual or corpora. 


ment started the parcel post it should have let new contracts for the 
new work to be performed, just as any contractor gets paid for extras. 
It was only the star route, or country mail carriers, and con- 
tractors who felt the new addition. In the cities wagons were pro- 

vided for the new mail matter, and new clerks were ad in the 
offices. The same thing should have been done in the meoeate -way 
sections where really the work is harder and the cost comparatively 
tauch greater. 

No state in the Union probably suffers more than California 
by the change so far as her mail contractors are concerned. She has 
many sections that are a long way from populous centers; that are 
only reached on poor roads over difficult routes, and to suddenly 
inerease the mail from a few pounds to tons would be an absurdity 
if it were not such an injustice. 

The people of the United States want the parcel post. The 
people of California want the parcel post, and they mean not only 
that it shall remain a permanent institution, but they propose that 
it shall be extended until it does the express business of. the country, 
but they do not want it imposed as a load upon a few private indi- 
viduals. Naturally the contractors who have been imposed upon once 
are not going to take any risks again. It is morally certain that the 
government will greatly increase the limits of the parcel post during 
‘the next féur years, and unless the new contracts provide that addi- 
tional loads shall be properly paid for, as they should be, it is going 
to be extremely difficult for the post office department to find the 
men to take mail carrying contracts.
